distribution to said establishment, 

means of storing, retrieving, or shipping of said Internet merchandise, 

means of transfer of ownership df said Internet merchandise by entering shipping address as 
desired by customer unless it is/content which may be immediately downloaded, recorded, or 
access privileges given to saidycustomer. 
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2. (canceled) Method of claim 1 for providing a level of security iiyf>redetermining an Internet 
transaction for prepaid media content over a public computer netWork (Internet) using a 
computer, comprised of / 

Media Content on a public computer network (Internet); / 

Creating or procuring a card, computer diskette, or other means of record; 

Writing, inscribing, programming, or otherwise placingaccess information on the card, computer 
diskette, or other means of record without requiring acj&ss to a public computer network 
(Internet) during the recording process whether or not access is actually made; 

Using said card, computer diskette, or other mean/ of record as a location for stored information; 

Purchasing or other transfer of ownership of sajfl card, diskette, or other means of record through 
a retail transaction (non- virtual point of sale) without requiring access to a public computer 
network (Internet) during said transfer whether or not access is actually made; 

Said retail transaction whether or not payment consideration is exchanged, i.e. said transaction 
that may include free samples. / 

Physically transporting said card, diskette, or other means of record to a computer or other 
receiving device for a public compute/ network (Internet); 

Using the card, diskette, or other mdans of record to retrieve said stored information; 

Using said stored access information for obtaining media content from a public computer

a checkout, kiosk, cashier, cash register, self-check out, ^lf-service, or other means of customer 
interaction with said retail point of sale establishment 

17. (new) Means for storing and retrieving a recora in claim 14 further comprising; 
writing, inscribing, programming, or otherwise/placing access information on a card, computer 
diskette, or other physical means of recordation without requiring access to a public computer 
network (Internet) during the recording process whether or not access is actually made. 

18. (new) Means for Internet transacti/m authorization or other Internet security in claim 14 
further comprising; 

a public/private key pair used to indicate that said Internet merchandise or media or delivery of 
said merchandise of media is authenticated; 

a first coded license, serial, or other identifying mark through content fingerprinting on or in said 
content that uses a code visible, audible, or otherwise noticeable only by machine on a first mark 
that is a private key of said public/private key pair; and 

a second coded licence, serial, or other identifying mark through content fingerprinting on or in 
said content that uses a code visible, audible, or otherwise noticeable by human or machine on a

second mark that is a public key of said public/private key pair. 

19. (new) Transfer of ownership or rights in said Internet merchandise or media to said customer 
in claim 14 further comprising; 

user access terminal means on a computer network; 
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retrieval of said merchandise or media by said user access terminal without transmission of or 
use of cookies on said user access terminal or electronic disclosure of user information other than 
IP address of said user access terminal. 

20. (new) Internet transaction authorization system or ojKer Internet security, comprising; 
Internet media or content; 

a public/private key pair used to indicate that said /faedia or content or delivery of said media or 
content is authenticated; 

a first coded license, serial number, or other/Identifying mark comprising a public key on or in 
said media or content that uses a code visible, audible, or otherwise noticeable by human or 
machine on a first mark that is a public/key of said public/private key pair; and 
a second coded license, serial number, or other identifying mark through content fingerprinting 
on or in said media or content that uses a code visible, audible, or otherwise noticeable only by 
machine on a second mark that/is a private key of said public/private key pair. 

21 . (new) Internet transactiqn authorization system or other Internet security in claim 20 further 
comprising; 

a redundant public/private key pair used to indicate that said media or content or delivery of said 
media or content is authenticated; 

an additional coded l/cense, serial number, or other identifying mark through content 
fingerprinting on or in said content that uses a code visible, audible, or other wise noticeable by 
human or machinp on a mark that is another public key of said redundant public/private key pair; 
and 
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an additional coded license, serial number, or other identifying mark through content 
fingerprinting on or in said content that uses a code visible, audible,/^ other wise noticeable only 
by machine on another mark that is another private key of said redundant public/private key pair. 

22. (new) Anonymous Internet transaction authorization system or other security to facilitate the 
transfer of ownership or rights in Internet merchandise or/media, comprising; 

Internet merchandise or media offered by a seller or qfner distributor on the Internet through an 
Internet connection; 

User access terminal means connected to the Inj&rnet, said user access terminal having ^n IP 
address; and 

means for payment or otherwise completing an Internet sale of said Internet merchandise or 
media from said seller or other distributor to the user of said user access terminal with no 
presently or previously required disclosures of user information from said user or said user 
access terminal other than said IP address. 

23. (new) Means for payment in claim 22 further comprising; 

payment without transmission, reception, or use of cookies on said user access terminal; or 
without disclosure of user information from or to said seller or distributor other than said IP 
address; or without disclosure of user information from or to any third party or third party 
terminal other than said IP address; or without transfer of funds or promise for payment of funds 
from or to said seller or distributor; or without transfer of funds or promise for payment of funds 
from or to any third/party or third party terminal. 
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
